SOUNDS  (the  unseen  part  of  arnithalagy) 


When  Sounds  of  Birds  of  the  SoutbErn  Conem^  published  in  a  DVD.  in  2DD8,  only  a 
few  people  realized  that  this  work  contained  the  eouivalent  of  2B  boxes  of  CDs:  like 
the  space  on  their  bookshelves  for  several  bird  guides  occupying  a  lot  of  space  with 
their  paperbacks.  But  sounds  are  like  that,  they  do  not  take  up  space.  Photography 
largely  relies  on  those  sounds,  through  the  use  of  play  back,  but  in  this  guide,  once 
again.  27DD  photos  do  not  seem  to  match  27DD  sounds  in  almost  a  thousand  audio 
fiFes:  a  book  compared  to  a  disc. 

However,  it  can  not  be  denied  that  both  disciplines  complement  each  other.  To 
dispense  with  one  or  the  other  does  not  make  a  bird  guide,  on  the  contrary,  both  are 
necessary  in  a  project  like  this.  The  effort  of  going  to  record  in  remote  corners  of  the 
country,  or  in  the  garden,  is  similar:  they  both  require  a  lot  of  time  and  loss  of 
Income. 

So,  for  the  third  time.  I  have  seen  the  need  to  relegate  a  little  of  the  attention  I 
should  give  to  the  sounds.  For  example,  I  have  not  been  able  to  indicate  the  origin  and 
date  or  each  recording  in  a  PDF  that  accompanies  the  disc:  or  replace  many  of  the 
sounds  in  respect  to  other  audio  guides  that  I  have  prepared:  for  example  that  of  the 
Southern  Cone,  the  Narosky  guide  or  the  telephone  app.  of  Aves  Argentinas  NGD.  But. 
as  it  is  my  main  passion.  I  have  been  able  to  add  my  new  recordings  and  those  of 
several  friends  to  reach  lD42  species!  The  preparation  of  the  sounds  for  a  guide  like 
this  takes  as  much  or  more  time  than  the  elaboration  of  the  texts  or  the  seFection  of 
photos:  in  the  second  edition  I  made  a  commitment  to  apply  all  my  energy  to  this 
invisible'  section:  well,  my  energy  was  put  into  editing  this  new  guide  and  describing 
a  third  species  for  science,  therefore  I  am  still  at  fauFt  with  the  sounds.  But  it  is  all  a 
matter  of  time.

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The  caver  of  the  first  disc  of  this  guide  in  2DIS.  The  Audiornis  logo  is  an 
audiospectrogram  of  the  vocalization  of  the  Hooded  Grebe  {Podiceps 
gallardoi).  designed  by  the  author  in  2003  for  "Sonidos  de  Aves  del  Cono 
Sur".  It  v/as  said  to  represent  the  phrase  'Bernahe',  a  very  unlikely 
situation.  A  sonogram  is  shown  with  voices  recorded  by  Bobby  Wilcox  and 
the  logo;  note  how  they  coincide.  Interestingly,  this  vocalization  was  chosen 
for  its  mystique  at  a  time  when  it  was  not  realized  that  the  Hooded  Grebe 
v/as  facing  serious  conservation  problems  (the  species  was  discovered  and 
described  by  Mauricio  Rumboll  in  1974). 
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The  design  of  the  CO/DVD  of  this  guide 
"The  birds  of  Argentina:  SOUNDS.  Third  Edition  (2DIS)".  The  presentation  of  a  new  bird  species  to  science,  in 
this  case  the  Lenga  Cinclodes  {Cinclades  fopEzlanusarum),  is  described  by  the  author  in  this  edition  of  the 
guide,  which  up  until  now  characterizes  the  AUDIORNIS  editions,  starting  with  the  Iberti  Seedeater  {Sparopfiiia 
digiacamaarum)  in  2015.  and  then  the  Ventania  Yellow*Finch  (Sicalis hoimbargi).  in  2017.
